A WORD ABO UT SUGAR: 
The other day ex Gove mer Warniotfc, 
owDer of a Urge tngar plantation in 
Louisiana, expif seed the confident be - 
lief that within a few years this country 
will be able to manufacture its own su­ 
gar. “The new diffusion process,” h * 
said,“enables us to get practically a1] 
the 6ngar out of the cene, wl ile nnder 
the old milling pr< cete there was a loss 
of from 35 to 40 per cent. 
I have no 
doubt that a much larder Bien cf the 
south than is now ustd for sugar mak­ 
ing will be found entirely practicable for 
that pnrpcse.” He also expressed faith 
in the practicability of making sugar 
in paying quantities 
from sorghum 
and 
the 
sugar 
beet. 
Aud 
he 
added: “lheonly thing that we want 
now is a stable, fixed policy with refer­ 
ence to sugar making rn this country, lf 
the tariff cen be let alone so far as we are 
concerned, and onr industry accorded 
the same protection that is given to other 
industries, I feel confident that with the 
new machinery and new methods we 
shall be able to manufacture in this 
country all the sugar required, no matter 
how great the increase of population. 
And so we will retain at home the $75,- 
000,000 or $100,000,000 new annually sent 
abroad for foreign sugar.” 
The United States is far behind Ger­ 
many and France in the manufacture of 
sugar from beets. 
A few weeks ago 
there appeared in the Gazette an editor­ 
ial article on product of sugar in this 
country and the quantity imported into 
the United States. 
In 1887 the total 
amount 
produced 
in 
Louisiana, 
which 
is 
the 
whole 
product 
of 
the 
country, 
was 
181,000,000 
pounds, while the total quantity im­ 
ported W8s 3,130,000,000 pounds. 
The 
United States can never produce from 
sugar cane one-twentieth of the quantity 
needed in this country. It wsb for this 
reason that Senator Sherman suggested 
the policy of the government paying a 
bounty to the growers of the sugar bee* 
that its product nay be stimulated and 
largely increased. 
France and Germany have made won­ 
derful progress in the manufacture of 
sugar from beets. Millions of ponnds of 
the sugar are imported into the United 
States every year, and cf oonrseits qual­ 
ity stands with the highest grade. The 
United States is abundantly able to pro- 
duce all its sugar, and when it does so, 
will be able to keep at home some 
$100,000,000 now paid for foreign sugar. 
This country is always first in great 
enterprises and in the development o* 
industries, but it is lagging behind on 
the sugar question.

Instead of calling out the city lire depart­ 
ment immediately after the disaster, the 1 
railway officials allowed the ears to burn ; 
and concentrated the efforts of their staff 
in clearing away the adjoining wre Rage. 
A jury of eighteen prominent citizens ! 
will try to discover the cause of the wreck 
J 
and the blame that attaches to the com- | 
pany. 
The charred remains of seventeen 
victims were taken to an undertaken shop, | 
where they were examined bv a large I 
party of physicians. 
After a careful in­ 
vestigation tho doctors came to the con­ 
clusion th at four of the victims were 
women, seven men and two children. 
The 
other 
four bodies were so completely 
burned that it is impossible to tell to what 
sex they belonged. 
Ho far not many inquiries have been re ­ 
ceived concerning 
missing people. 
B. 
Weller of Toronto, came here and thought 
he recognized one body as that of his 
brother-in-law, David Booth. The body of 
Mr. Gurney has been sent on to New York. 
Inquiries were received about Mrs. George 
Grummett of Chicago, but there i> noth­ 
ing on any of the female bodies (hat will 
lead to identification. 
It is feared Mr. 
Curnick of Chicago, was among the unfor­ 
tunates who were burned to death. 
A 
piece of shirt with the word “ Curnick” 
was found among the charred remains of 
the victims. 
Mrs. Cull ins of Chicago, who 
it was said was on the wrecked truin, can 
not be traced. 
Papers addressed to Harry 
Evarts, 
Kohl & Middleton’s West Side 
Museum, 
Chicago, 
were 
found in tho 
wreck 
of 
the smoking 
car. 
Evarts 
is known to have left Chicago for New 
York, but so far none of the bodies have 
been recognized as his. 
In that part of 
the wreck where the bodies were found a 
note-book was dug up bearing the name 
of E. Simons, of Pueblo, 
Colo. 
All the 
wounded at the hospital are doing well ex­ 
cept Hamilton Clark, 147 West Ohio street, 
Chicago. 
He is still in a critical condi­ 
tion. 
He is suffering from a doubie frac­ 
ture of tho right arm, a cut on tho head, 
and general crushing. 
A. L. Donley of 
Adams street, West Danville, 111.; one of 
the wounded, took out an accident insur­ 
ance policy, and will realize £‘25 a week 
until he recovers. 
William Lipsey of 09 
North Sangamon street, 
Chicago, 
and 
Hamilton Clark are members of the Orange 
order, and the members here are attending 
to their comfort. 
Captain H alit of Toronto, oho of tho sur­ 
vivors of the wreck, describes his experi­ 
ence os follows: 
“ We w ere on our way 
from Detroit to Toronto, and occupied 
berths in a Pullman sleeper, about three 
cars from the engine. 
We were up and 
daossed, intending to leave tho train at 
Hamilton. 
We got up shortly after the 
train left Harrisburg. 
I don’t think the 
train was running more than thirty miles 
an bour. 
Tho car I was in was pretty well 
Allod, only a few of tho upper berths 
being vacant. 
Tho first intimation I had 
that anything was wrong was when I felt 
a sudden shock, which was not severe 
enough to throw the passengers from their 
seats. 
Then tho car bogan to jum p vio­ 
lently, and soon came to a stand still. 
As 
I passed out tho rear door I saw a woman 
holding a young child in her arms. 
I tried 
hard to save them, but our ear soon caught 
fire from tho smoker, and I had to loavo 
them to their fate or bo burned to death 
myself. 
They wero both cremated, and 
their bodies have not been recognized. ”

uver a T h ousand M en E m p lo y ed on th e 
C able Car L ine Q uit W ork. 
Bt. P a u l, Minn., M ay I .—Tho street 
car company has another strike on hand. 
The men at work on the cable line on Best 
Seventh street, 1,018 in number, left their 
work at I o’clock p. rn. Monday. 
For 
some time past the men have been dissatis­ 
fied with the wages they received—$1.25 a 
day--an d have been organizing secretly so 
as to obtain an increase of 25 cents a day 
if possible. 
Yesterday a secret meeting 
w as held and a committee appointed to 
confer with tho company, and tho commit­ 
tee fulfilled its duty. 
The men’s demands 
wore refused, and ten 
minutes 
later 
word went along the line, starting at 
Cedar and Seventh streets, to Seventh and 
Duluth streets, that the men had to come 
out. 
As the committee and the men who 
had left tho work marched along the 
structure they notified and took along tho 
other men. 
All seemed to bo prepared 
and ready to follow until tho committee 
arrived at Broadway, whero two men were 
at work who refused to obey the order of 
tho strikers. 
Immediately stones and dirt 
commenced to fly about at such a lively 
rate that they thought it the best policy 
to quit also. 
They were received with 
cheers by the strikers and taken along 
further oast. 
At 3 o’clock only the gas testers, 
who 
are not in the employ of the company, 
were seen at work in tho trenches, and 
the strike on the line was general. 
After the men went out the (great num ­ 
ber of them assembled on the bluff, and, 
appearances being|considered (threatening, 
the mounted police squad was sent to the 
scone, under Lieut. Budy, a t 2:35. 
All 
along Seventh street, from »Broadway to 
the railway bridge, men were scattered in 
groups discussing the situation. 
There 
was no sign of trouble, but tho men seemed 
determined and will evidently make a hard 
fight. 


S T . L O U IS STIRRED U P . 


Fear* T h at th e A n ti-O p tio n B ill W ill 
D riv e H er G rain T rade to C hicago. 
S t. L ou is, Mo., May 
I. —The bulls and 
bears of St. Louis are vory much exercised 
over tho prospect of anti-option-dealing 
legislation at Jefferson City. 
The passage 
by both Houses of the Legislature of the 
bill prohibiting sales of grain, stocks, or 
bonds, when neither party to the transac­ 
tion possesses or expects to transfer tho 
goods purchased, Is the sole topic of con­ 
versation at tho Merchants’ Exchange, and 
the universal sentiment was that the law 
is a death 
blow 
to option dealing. 
'I he 
bill is now before the Governor 
for signature or veto. 
Gov. Francis, who 
made his fortune in option trading, is out 
of the State, but it is believed he would 
veto the bill. 
It is feared, however, that 
should Lieut.-Gov. Claycomb exercise his 
prerogative during tho Governor’s ab­ 
sence lie will sign the bill. 
All tho traders 
on the board agree that should the bill be­ 
come a law it will drive the grain trade to 
Chicago and necessitate the removal of 
tho merchants’ exchange to East St. Louis, 
111. 
I he heaviest millers and elevator 
men expressed fears that the law would 
ruin St. Louis as a grain center. 
Much 
pressure is being used to secure a veto of 
tho measure.

Beside St. Elias such 
mountains as Cook and Vancouver sink 
into insignificance.

W hen they reached a point between Elm 
and Center streets the soldiers noticed th a t 
an English flag about eight feet long was 
floating from a shop window above an 
American flag of sm aller dimensions. 
This 
angered the bluecoats. 
“ There’s a bloody 
British 
flag,’’ shouted 
one 
of 
them. 
“ Let s tuke it down or m ake the shop­ 
keeper 
do 
it,’’ said another, and then 
they b gan to call tho people iii tho shop. 
Every 
small boy in the 
neighborhood 
t ushed to tho scene, aud in less tim e than 
it takes to tell it tho street was full. Every 
m other’s son in th a t crowd was American 
lo the backbone, und they yelled and 
hooted a t tho British flag and dem anded 
th at it Le taken down. 
The sergeant in 
com mand of tho soldiers acted in a very 
quiet and orderly m anner. 
Ile requested 
Mr. Kyles, the owner of the place, to re ­ 
move the flag, or a t least to place it below 
tho stars and stripes. 
This Mr. Kyles 
seemed willing to do when hi* saw th a t the 
flag was obnoxious to his neighbors, but 
Iii* wile refused to perm it him to touch it. 
The soldiers stripped tho rag off tile pole 
quicker than it was p ut on, and in less 
than a m inute it 
was on the ground, 
tram pled under foot. 
Meanwhile some of 
the gamins in tho streot threw stones and 
bruke a few small panes of glass, and they 
only stopped when a woman with a baby 
in her arm s appeared at one of the 
wind iws. 
Leaving this place, the soldiers halted in 
front of the large store of George T. 
K night cV 
Co., 
a t 112 W orth 
street. 
A nother British flag was flung to tho 
breeze here: and tho boys in blue politely 
requested t hat it bo hauled in. 
Tho mem ­ 
bers of the firm a t onee complied with the 
request, saying th a t they had raised the 
flag merely as a decoration, 
and the sol 
diers passed on and disappeared from view, 
while the patriotic crowds th a t lined tho 
street signified their approval of th * sol­ 
diers’ ucts by sending forth a prolonged 
volley of cheers.

H E SAW W ASHINGTON’S FACE. 


W illiam ll. lIurgeH* Tells A bout Op«n- 
in«f tile Coffin of th e l>e:ul lVe<i.lei»f. 
W ashington, 
May 
I.— W illiam 
Bur­ 
gess. who is now laying the foundation of 
the Confederate m onum ent th at is to be 
erected at A lexandria, is one of the few 
men now living who has looked upon the 
face of Gen. George W ashington. 
‘‘It was in 1836,” he ^ays, “ when I was 
an apprentice em ployed in building the 
new tom b now a t Mount Vernon which so 
m any visitors now come to see. 
I was a 
lad then, and I rem em ber this was about 
m y first piece of work. 
W hen tho vault 
was com pleted I assisted in rem oving the 
bodies from their old tom b to their present 
resting place. 
It was decided to open 
W ashington’s collin, 
and when it, 
had 
been conveyed to the now tom b the lid 
was raised. 
A num ber ofj people were 
present and stood in breathless silence 
while the workm en extracted the rusty 
screws. 
W hen 
the 
top 
of 
the 
coffin had been lifted I looked in. 
The 
body was apparently perfectly preserved, 
the features of the face were complete 
and there was nothing to indicate the 
length of tim e .w hich he had been dead. 
The exposure to the air, however, had its 
im m ediate effect. 
In a m inute or two tho 
body suddenly {collapsed, ami shrank into 
an alm ost unrecognizable form.

th an this my recollections are very indis­ 
tinct. 
I do not rem em ber how the body 
w’as dressed or anything further about it. 
The features, as I recollect them , wero like 
the pictures I have seen.”

A Statistician Estim ates That It WH 
nav e 125,000,000 Souls in a Century. 
Statistics that have been prepared bj 
com petent authorities in Australia show 
that in the year 1891, when the regulai 
census will be taken, there will be in the 
Australian colonies of Great Britain ne’ 
less than 4,<300,000 inhabitants 
Judging 
from 
the grow th of Australia by tilt 
progress that has already been made, anc 
by sim ilar Increases 
that 
have taker 
place in the U nited States, the statist! 
cians of the antipodes assert that in i 
ccutury from this time A ustralasia will 
have a population of 125,000,000 souls 
that is, there will be upon this souther! 
continent and its adjacent islands a pop 
ulation greater than is now found on tilt 
continents of N orth and South America 
Of course, at that time the increase ic 
population in other parts of the world 
will have gone on. 
Russia 
will tLer 
have more than 200,000,000, Germany, actly 
100,000,000, and the United States at 
least 250,000,000 people. 
But even allow 
ing for gains made elsewhere, says the 
Boston Herald, it is evident that at thai 
time A ustralia will be looked upon as 
one of the great 
nations of the world, 
for it hardly needs to be said that long 
before th at time the colonial tics tha* 
bind the colonies to the m other country 
will have been broken and the Australians 
will have only those sentim ental connec­ 
tions to attach them to England that they 
will share w ith the members of the wide­ 
spread Fnglish-speaking race. 
In judglpg of the future of a great d i­ 
vision of the world it is necessary to take 
into account its industrial and political 
as well as its natural advantages. 
P o­ 
litically considered there is not much 
difference between the condition of the 
A ustralian colonies and the condition oi 
our Am erican States. 
They are in all 
respects self-governing comm unities; in 
fact, if anything, they are more free than 
an A m erican com m onwealth, for ncitliei 
New Y ork nor Massachusetts can raise a 
revenue or protect its local industries by 
a tariff tax, w hile V ictoria and New 
South W ales can cut into each other's 
Dade as m uch as they please by hostile 
tariff legislation. 
However, the colonist! 
are the sufferers by such liberty of action, 
while we are the gainers by having com- 
plete free trade over alm ost a continent. 
In the social condition of the Australian 
people, in the absence of hereditary rank 
and the opportunities afforded of acquir­ 
ing such positions as can be gained bj 
wealth, intelligence, or general ability. 
there is a close sim ilarity w ith the peopk 
of the United States. 
T hey have also the 
same industry and persistency, the same 
readiness to take Advantage of opportuni­ 
ties presented w hereby wealth can be 
produced w ith the least am ount of labor. 
Perhaps no better illustration can be 
given of this than the great success that 
has attended the raising of sheep, in these 
colonies, particularly 
in that of New 
South W ales. 
T hat one colony has a 
larger num ber of sheep than all of the 
United States, and 
the sheep-growers, 
although they pay to those in their em ­ 
ploy as high wages as are given to thost 
in the employ of shcep-raisers in the 
United States, find not the least difficulty 
in getting wool, sending it to London, 
and selling it at prices which would bi 
considered ruinous by those in this countrj 
who arc engaged in a sim ilar business. 


Prof. C. V. Riley, the government ento­ 
mologist, has been investigating tho poison­ 
ous po^rsr of the common large brown 
spider. 
Entomologically this 
spider is 
known as the l&trodectus raactans. 
The 
case of which the professor has made a 
special study occurred near Greensboro, 
N. C. 
Col. Thomas B. Keogh, a well­ 
known resident of that State, says a W ash­ 
ington special, sent tho spider which did 
the biting, aud the statement of tho case is 
furnished by Mr. John M. Dick in reply to 
Prof. 
Riley's categorical inquiries. 
Mr. 
Dick reports as follows: 
“ I. 
No one was with the man when he 
was bitten. 
All we know is his own state­ 
ment. 
He said 
he 
felt something crawl­ 
ing on his neck; as he 
brushed it off it stung 
or bit him very severe­ 
ly. 
As the pain was 
very great lie looked 
to see what had caused 
it. 
Ho described the 
insect 
as 
a 
black 
spider with a red spot 
on it. 
“2. 
Ho was bitten 
adult male LATRO- about 8:30 o’clock a. 
DECIUS m act ans. 
rn., and died between 
IO and l l o’clock p. rn., about fourteen 
hours intervening. 
“ 3. I examined his neck and found 
about ten little white pimples, all of which 
could be covered with a $1 silver coin. 
I 
saw no puncture of any kind. 
“ 4. There was no swelling a t all, but 
his neck and left breast and arm became 
hard, so much so that I could not make an 
impression in the flesh with my thumb. 
“ 
The man had been living with me. 
for nino years, and was perfectly healthy 
Had no disease. 
“ ii. He could handle poison oak or ivy 
with impunity. 
“ 7. He was bitten on tho 19th of Octo­ 
ber, 1887. 
Ho was hauling wood a t tho 
time. 
It was a damp, cold morning, and 
he could not have been overheated. 
As 
soon as the sensation of pain had passed 
off tho man felt no further inconvenience 
till toward the middlo of the day. (Ho de­ 
scribed tho pain from tho sting as some­ 
what similar to the sting of a wasp.) 
About 11 JIG o’clock ho corno to the house 
and told me he had been bitten by a spider. 
I treated tho m atter lightly, thinking he 
would have been dead by that time if it 
was going to hurt him a t all, but he com­ 
plained of 
pains running through his 
wholo body. 
Finally he went to town 
(only one mile distant), saying he was go­ 
ing to get whisky. 
About I o’clock he 
came home; said he felt no better; said the 
pain had settled in his bowels. 
In a short 
time he commenced to have spasms. 
(He 
told me he had only bought 5 cents worth 
of corn whisky.) 
When the spasm came 
on I was greatly frightened. 
As I knew 
of no remedy but whisky, I gave it to him. 
In all I gave him three half pinta 
He 
seemed relieved of pain about 3 o’clock, 
and did some work a t the barn. 
About 
4 o’clock tho pains came on again and the 
spasms with them. 
He had only two 
spasms. 
He never recovered from the 
second one, but remained in a state of un- 
consciousnes still his death.

been seen by a reliable observer to inflict 
tho wound, we consider tho fact that species 
of latrodectus occurring in such widely dis 
taut localities as south Europe, the southern 
United States, and New Zealand, are uni­ 
formly set aside by the natives as poisonous 
species when there is nothing specially 
dangerous 
in their appearance is the 
strongest argum ent for believing that these 
statements have some verification in fact. 
It is no wonder that a popular fear should 
follow the ferocious-looking spiders of the 
family theraphosidae: but, considering the 
comparatively small size and modest color­ 
ing of the species latrodectus, so wide­ 
spread a prejudice occurring in so many 
different localities must bo well grounded.” 
As no good figures of the latrodectus 
m actans have been published Prof. Riley 
has had Dr. Marx prepare the accompany 
ing illustrations.
